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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 13, none of the prior art alone or 
in combination disclose or teach of a method for attaching an optic fiber to an optic chip 
and for maintaining alignment of the fiber at its end adjacent the chip comprising the 
step of positioning a sleeve having a symmetrically shaped cavity as claimed and 
specifically comprising the step of removing the sleeve from the chip after an adhesive 
has cured. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 18, none of the prior art alone or 
in combination disclose or teach of a method for attaching an optic fiber to an optic chip 
and for maintaining alignment of the fiber at its end adjacent the chip comprising the 
step of utilizing a sleeve having a symmetrically shaped cavity as claimed and 
specifically comprising the step of removing the sleeve from the chip after an adhesive 
has cured.
